MINIMUM WAGE IN BRAZIL — 
BY PRESIDENTIAL DECREE 


Regional Rates to Be Based on 
“Satisfaction of Normal 
Needs.”

RIO DE JANEIRO, May 2.—Pres- 

ident Getulio Vargas marked Inter- 
national Labor day yesterday by 
Signing a decree creating regional 
commissions charged with establish- 
ing minimum wages for all workers. 
There will be a commission in each 
of Brazil's 20 states, the Far West 
territory of Acre and the Federal 
district of Rio de Janeiro. 
The decree, signed in a ceremony 
at Gunabara Palace, defined a min- 
imum wage as the remuneration for 
an adult worker of either sex for 
a normal day’s service which would 
permit at a given time in a given 
region “the satisfaction of normal 
needs.” 

The commissions will have 
not less than five nor more than 11 
members. Chairmen will be chosen 
by Vargas, while labor and employ- 
ers each will choose half of the 
body of each commission. The de- 
cree’ ig effective immediately, but 
it was expected it would be some 
time before each commission could 
reach conclusions on the cost of 
living in its region, something that 
must be done before wages may be 
fixed. 


NAZI LEADERS DEMAND

Henlein and Colleagues Use May

PRAHA, Czechoslovakia, May 2. 
~The Nazi leader Konrad Henlein 
demanded yesterday a plebiscite so 
the 3,500,000 German residents of 
Czechoslovakia may express their 
wishes for government.

HITLER CLEARS JAILS 
OF MINOR OFFENDERS 


Amnesty Includes Those Held 
as Result of ‘Excess: of 
Zeal’ for Nazi Cause. 


By the Associated Press, 

BERLIN, May 2..— Chancellor 
Adolf Hitler proclaimed a general 
amnesty yesterday for persons 
charged with minor common of- 
fenses committed. 

The proclamation was issued to 
commemorate Austrian German 
union, effected. March 13. 

A new law, effective Jan. 1, 1939, 
also was enacted “for the protec- 
tion of youth.” 

It regulates child labor, barring 
persons under the age of 16, with 
few exceptions, from all-night work, 
overtime, and from being kept at 
work between 2 p. m. on Sundays 
and 6 a. m. on Mondays. 

Time spent in attending profes- 
sional classes will count as work 
time and the youngsters will be en- 
titled to 16 days of vacation an- 
nually. The latter protision will 
come into operation this summer. 
The amnesty covers ordinary of- 
fenses which do not involve im- 
prisonment for more than one 
month or fines levied as an alter- 
native. 

For political offenses it covered 
crimes which do not involve more 
than six-months’ imprisonment. 

A special section dealing with 
Austrian-Germany pronounced le- 
gal those pro-Nazi activities en- 
gaged in before Austrian-German 
union and absolved from punish- 
ment any acts committed “in an 
excess of zeal for the National So- 
cialist cause.” 

The amnesty proclamation al- 
lowed no leniency in cases of high 
treason or those where “particular- 
ly base motives” were apparent. 

Yesterday Hitler proclaimed am- 
nesty for Nazi party members 
charged with party offenses com- 
mitted prior to April 10.

War Commissar Voroshilov 
Declares Soviets Seek No 
“International A d v e n- 
tures.’

MOSCOW, May 2.—Soviet Russia 
paraded its armed might in rain- 
swept Red Square yesterday in the 
annual observance of International 
Labor day. Troops, guns, tanks, 
people and airplanes passed in re- 
view before the tomb of Lenin, 
where Joseph Stalin, secretary of 
the Central Committee of the Com- 
munist party, stood with other 
Soviet chieftains. 

There was only one speech—by 
Klementi E. Voroshilov, Commissar 
of War, who spoke after new con- 
scripts among thé troops recited the 
oath of allegiance. 

Voroshiloy declared the Soviet 
ship of state piloted by Stalin “seeks 
neither international adventures 
nor sinking by enemies within, who 
are being ruthlessly exterminated.” 

There were thousands of troops, 
picked detachments, who were fol- 
lowed by perhaps a million men, 
women and children. 

With Stalin at Lenin’s tomb were 
President Michael Kalinin, Premier 
Vyacheslav Molotov and other 
leaders. 

Besides the army display of man 
power there was a show of mech- 
anized equipment. Three fast tanks 
raced across the square in the wake 
of 200 cannon of various types from 
anti-aircraft to siege guns. They 
were followed by 245 other tanks, 
ranging in size from whippets to 
land dreadnoughts, 

Following the soldiers came ‘a 
mass parade of civilians, flowing 
into the square from converging 
avenues, with huge portraits of 
Stalin and lesser Communist chief- 
tains, red banners and political 
placards. 

Banners of flaming red floated 
from the fronts of buildings around 
the square with the slogan “Work- 
ers of the World, Unite” in a half- 
dozen languages‘ 

As the people streamed behind 
the army, 417 airplanes—twin-en- 
gined bombers and single-engined 
fighters—flew past through a steady 
rain. The military parade, which 
began at 10 a. m., took an hour to 

through the square and the 
celebration lasted until late in the 
afternoon. 

Huge cartoons carried by civil- 
ians caricatured Japanese, Germans 
and Italians. Posters condemped 
Germany’s annexation of Austria, 
as well as the wars in China and 
Spain. Slogans called for height- 
ened vigilance against spies and 
traitors.

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REUNION OF METHODISM. 

The healing of the long-standing breach between 
the Northern and Southern branches of the Method- 
ist church seemingly is assured by ratification of a 
merger proposal by the General Conference of the 
Methodist Church, South, at its quadrennial meeting 
in Birmingham. The break in the church in 1844 
was occasioned by the controversy over slavery, but 
the division was effected without the extreme bit- 
terness which often marked differences on this issue. 

After the Civil War, reunion was not a matter 
for haste; but there seems to have been no vital 
reason why it had to be delayed until now. The 
chief deterrent was probably the practical difficulty 
of combining denominational boards, administering 
trust funds under various legal restrictions. 

The pending unification includes a third and 
smaller body, the Methodist Protestant church, found 
chiefly along the Atlantic seaboard. Its separation 
from episcopally ruled Methodism came in 1828, be- 
fore the sectional split had developed.

The majority of voters show themselves 
willing to tolerate this necessary interfer- 
ence with their liberties because the Swiss 
identifies his Government with himself: 

There’s no move to make Switzerland 
self-sufficient. They believe in free trade, 
and make the most sparing use of tariffs. 


Like its neighbors, Switzerland has felt 


‘the pressure of Communism and Fascism. 


After the war, Switzerland’s grooves of for- 
eign trade were clogged up. There was a 
rise of unemployment, discontent, strikes 
and other disturbances. The Communists 
moved in and for a time made progress. 

Then came the Fascist reaction, calling 
itself the Front Movement. There was the 
Society of the Iron Brooms, promising to 
sweep democracy out of the country. There 
was the familiar technique of uniforms, pa- 
rades, salutes.

Today what has come of it all? Com- 
munism in Switzerland is dead. The Front 
Movement can barely muster voting 
strength to put one representative in the 
national Parliament.

“It is marred by one very serious 
mistake,“ he said. “The American 
version has rendered the name of 
the God of Israel as Jehova, a 
word that has no ancient support, 
that does not in the least represent 
the original pronunciation, but 
arose in medjeval times through ig- 
norance of a feature of the Hebrew 
text. It is the unanimous decision 
of the present committee of revis- 
ers to restore the expression, the 
Lord, which has the sanction of 
more than 2000 years of use, first 
in Jewish and then in Christian cir- 
cles, and is certainly much richer 
in religious feeling and. suggestion.” 

Irwin said the present day knowl- 
edge of the Hebrew and Greek lan- 
guage “enables us to understand 
more truly the thought of the orig- 
inal writers.” ;

Office Tomorrow. Speaker Asserts.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 2—The 
American Red Cross, opening its 
annual convention here, was pic- 
tured today by speakers as a force 
for peace in a world where modern 
military destruction has increased 
and endangered the war relief 
worker’s task. 


over the nation were gathered here 
tor the opening plenary session, ad- 
dressed by National Chairman Nor- 
man H. Davis, America's Ambassa- 
dor-at-large, and James I. Fieser, 
vice-chairman in charge of domes- 
tic operations. In the next five 
days, the organization’s work and 
Plans for the ensuing year will be 
discussed at general and round- 
table sessions in thé Civic Audt 
torium. 

Davis, in his welcoming address, 
said the Red Cross applied. “the 
essential teaching of the Prince of 
Peace.” He said its charter em- 
powered it to devise means for pre- 
venting national calamities as well 
as for caring for the victims. 


Agency Never Stronger. 

Fieser, declaring the organization 
never has been stronger, said need 
for availability of world units was 
emphasized “in the face of chang- 
ing conditions” and because “the 
genius of man has brought into be- 
ing new and more frightful instr 
ments of destruction.” 

“New and changing conditions 
and new instruments of destruc- 
tion,” he said, “together with the 
changing attitude of diminishing 
respect for the wounded and for 
civilians, present new occasions for 
adjustment in Red Cross thinking. 

“Twenty years have shown 
marked progress in saving human 
life in time of peace and a marked 
retrogression in the protection of 
human life in time of war. 


Battlefields Expanded. 

“These years have expanded bat- 
tlefields to peaceful areas many 
hundreds of miles back of the lines, 
thereby expanding the possible field 
of Red Cross action and complicat- 
ing its work many fold. 

“Perhaps as time goes on, the 
field of Red Cross operation must 
increasingly relate itself to the 
civilians. It is the civilians who 
constitute the members and finan- 
cial supporters of the Red Cross, 
It is they, in or out of uniform, who 
are the potential victims of war.” 

“Blood, mud and sweat are im 
gredients of our work,” asserted 
Fieser, who said the American Red 
Cross expected to gain 574,684 mem- 
bers this year for an adult tota? of 
5,479,000.

DR, -REINHOLD MEBUHR GIVES 
ANNUAL FLOWER SERMON 


Eden Seminary Professor Who Left 
to Teach in New York, Preaches 
at Christ Church Cathedral. 

One of the great illusions of the 
modern mind, said Dr. Reinhold 
Niebuhr in the annual ilower ser- 
mon at Christ Church Cathedral 
yesterday, is man’s belief that he 
has mastered the mysteries of crea- 
tion because he has learned to class- 
ify and name the various species.
